2. Claims 1 -1 0 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claim 1, line 6, the limitation "said miniature skis" lacks antecedent basis 
because the skis are not introduced until line 7. 

Claims 2 and 3 appear to be the same except for the word "miniature" substituted 
for the word "connected" in line 1 , which appears to be a typo. 

Claim 7 appears to be incomplete and does not add any limitations. 

Claim 10 recites the limitation "the truck mount connectors", which lack 
antecedent basis, the examiner has assumed the applicant is referring to the truck, 
mount brackets. 

Appropriate correction is required.

4. Claims 1-4, 7, 8, and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Criss (US 4, 138, 128 A). 

Criss discloses a skateboard 1 1 with a front and rear truck 12 each with a 
horizontal axle 35 and forward and rearward pivoting mounts (not numbered) allowing 
for longitudinal pivoting motion of the trucks relative to the board, wherein skis 1 3 are 
attached to said axles by means of truck mount brackets 48 by holes which allow for 
transverse pivoting motion of the skis relative to the trucks, as shown in figures 1 -5. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action:

6. Claims 5, 6, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Criss, as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Dotson et al. (US 

4,1 16,455 A). 

Criss does disclose the front of the skis as being curved upwards. Criss does not 
disclose the skis as being concave and/or being curved at the rear. Dotson et al. does 
disclose a skateboard 10 with skis 14, wherein said skis are curved at both ends 76, 
short and wide, and concave defined by protruding ridges 35, as shown in figures 8-10. 
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It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to have provided the skateboard of Criss with the skis of Dotson et al. in order 
to allow for increased turning control and traction.
